five candidates of each party for the 
nomination. 
Only one of these can- 


didates can possibly be the organi- 
zation choice. The result is that if 
any one of the others who can be se- 
lected as the nominee under the pri- 
mary system is 
successful and is 


finally elected, he owes 
absolutely 


nothing to the party 
organization, 


us a general rule 
has not even n 


speaking acquaintance with the or- 
ganization leaders ami gets into the 
Senate or 
the House an 
absolute 


ficu-lnnoe, bound by no parly loyally 
whatever and simply 
intent on so 


fixing up his personal fences as to 
bring about his return to his sent at 
the next election. 


"This 
condition 
has 
already 


brought to the Senate of the United 
States a number of men, particular-

Trials 
tnnc!e by the United Slatt-s Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and state experi- 
ment sinikijiH Indicate that the yields 
are larger ovf-r a i>orloU of years, and 
that the life of tlie stand Is prolonged 
by delaying harvesting until the plants 
are nearly in full bloom. 


Hay made when llie plants are 


nearly Iii full bloom iiosslbly is not 
quite so palatable, but this Is offset by 
the gain In quiintlty of liny. -The fields 
that were cut prior to or at tlie be- 
ginning of blooming showed a ten- 
dency to die out sooner. Cutting a 
crop late In the full so that not enough 
growth TS'as left for protection In the 
winter also had much to do wltli thin- 
ning stands. The department recom- 
mends that alfalfa be 'given time to 
reach a height o'f ali to eight Inches- 
before cold weather shuts off the sap 
flow. 


Broadcasting Best Plan.

of the problem which confronts the 
commission. 


.The public buildings commission i§ 


out to save the government money, and 
-it points proudly to the fact that its 
economy begins at home. It has no 
crew of stenographers, clerks and mes- 
sengers. 
Three years ago when It 


started It was given an Initial appro- 
priation of $10,000 by congress, and it 
still has 81,000 t<r Its credit In the 
bank. 


In three years It has saved the gov- 


ernment more than half a million dol- 
lars in rents by moving bureaus out 
of rented buildings Into government- 
owned offices. Thus the commission 
notes that the Veterans' bureau per- 
sonnel Is shrinking dally and It finds 
that there is- room in the war risk 
building for the entire force of the 
slten property custodian. This official 
and his staff have been occupying a 
six-story apartment house at a cost to 
the government of $30,000 a year.rent. 
The commission arranged with the bu- 
reau to move nnd credits Itself with 
saving the country $30,000. 


Lavish Building at an End. 


Unless thero is a sharp reaction from 


the present tendency toward efficiency 
and economy there will be no more 
elatmratp monumental effects ii. de- 
partment building. Sixteen-foot ceil- 
ings, lia-placi-s, thick walls and labori- 
ously-rawed ruom dveomtlons such as 
arc MS.-II about the state, w«r and r.avy 
building, ami otlu-r early government 
edifice?, 
are 
conspicuously

from recent government construction.

of getting a stand of alfalfa Is lo seed: 
during August without a nurse crop- 
on land which has been plowed In. 
early summer nnd cultivated at ten- 
day Intervals to kill weeds and con- 
serve moisture. 
Objections to this 


method are that the land does not 
yield returns during the season pre- 
ceding seeding, that It requires ad- 
ditional labor, and that grasshoppers, 
frequently damage the alfalfa con- 
siderably on small acreages.
